QUEENSLAND AND VANCOUVER 
ISLAND. 



It it soroelliicg nnmsni^, na woll as instrue- 
tire to tee bow closely t ho complaints of nil 
new countries, under a Ireo system of gov- 
ernment, resemblo euch oilier. In turning 
over flies or the most recent Queensland pa- 
peri, we cnu ulmost tancjf we are rending tbe 
indignant jnurnuls ol Vancouver [slued of a 
few yean baok. We luivo diatribes against 
tbe Uoverumt tit for spending moneys tbut 
were not TOtcd, for misappropriating others 
that were, for luvoring packet s'.iip monopo- 
lies, running the country into a huge indebt- 
•daess, making laws injurious to the develop- 
ment of the country's reaourcos, and for 
doing a thousand other things dnmnging lo 
the best interests of the place. This now 
colony of Quceniland seems, however, to get 
along withal. As it has not had very much 
■tart of us, its progress and condition may be 
interesting and even instructive-. Daring llio 
year of 1863, its iinmigralioc was 17-150 
souls, while its departures wero but 3,761, 
leaTing a gain to tho colony of 13,681), or 
over 1100 per month ; yet the piess cries out 
that the immigration is too meagre for thu 
demand, and that the country can roadily 
.absorb 2000 a month. Tho total increase ol 
population during tho last three years is re- 
markable. In 1861, tho inhabitants num- 
bered 30,059 ; at the commencement ol tho 
present year the census gives 61,372, or an 
increase of more than ono hundred per cent, 
daring the three years. For a new country 
tbe disparity between the sexes is by no 
means great, there being about three mon 
to every two women. 

When we come to look at the revenue wo 
find it eiceedingly largo for a country un- 
aided by mineral wealth. Last year it 
leached £309,112, und the present year's 
teceipts are estimated to yield £400,000,— 
tbe Customs returns gives over a third of 
the entire revenue. Tho works of public 
utility, as might be expected, are numerous, 
and wo find that besides having telegraphic 
communication with the other Australian col- 
onies, the first sod of tha first railway has just 
been turned, and a scheme ol railway oommu 
nication projected with the interior. One of 
the great hopes of thp^ future, however, tho 
cotton crop, has not turned out as was ex- 
pected, on account of extensive Hoods which 
have taken place, literally deluging the coun. 
try. The export of cotton tho last season 
was expected to reach £50,000 ; but the 
result did not come up to the hopes of the 
planters. While on this subject of cotton, it 
m»y not be uninteresting lo state the terms 
on which land is granted for cotton planting. 
One-tenth of the grant ia leqtiired to be 
brought under cnltivation within two 
years, and for every sixty-four acres so cul- 
tivated £500 is required to be expended in 
improvement. 

With all the advantaues however of popu- 
lation and revenue, Queensland docs not 
seem especially attractive lo Vancouver Is- 
lander*. A gentleman win left Victoria 
•oms time ago writes buck to s,y that I he 
capital of tbe colony— B< isbaiiH — although 
having ten thousand innahilants, is lar be- 
hind Victoria in energy and irmeiul business 
habits, and that ho wishes himsell buck ngiiin 
Its fire brigad; at ull events is n| tin untedilu 
Tiun character compared lo our o < a, Ai a 
recent disastrous c»rfl.igrulinii, tbo engine — 
fur it appears there was but one — could 
only manaito lo eject an insigniticuol squirt, 
and what wiih its uselessness aid tbe total 
want of discipline of the parties engaged in 
quenching tbe fire, property lo the amount of 
$200,000 was destroyed before tbo flames 
could bo subdued. In consequence of this 
disaster the inhabitants of Brisbane have 
come to the wise determination to organize 
an efficient fire brigade nnd clothe it in most 
unexceptionable uniform. Queensland is, 
however, great on Vtduotaers, and tbe artil- 
lery corps fires its brass pieces as often as 
there is an excuse for the report. With 
reyard to schools, libraries, museum?, and 
other institutions lor tbe iinptoveoient of tbe 
mind, we are sorry to say Vicioria is about 
a hundred years behind .the town of Bris- 
bane. 

We cannot closo this imperfect sketch of 
Queensland without drawing tho attention of 
our own QoveiRnient as well as that of Brit- 
ish Columbia to the successful system of im- 
migration inaugurated by the Government of 
this young Australian colony. At present, 
through the energy ol its London agents us 
as well as tho liberality of its Government, 
it actually enjoys u monopoly of tho English 
emigration. An arrangement is made with 
the celebrated Black Ball lino ol clippers by 
which three emigrant vessels are bound to 
Start every two months, carrying with them their 
valaabla freight. When we look at tho ex- 
traordinary inureaso of the population within 
tba last few years— an increase which has 
almost quadrupled the country's revenue, wo 
sro brought speedily to tho consciousness ol 
our own backward condition. Our small re- 
venue, wo are awaro, will not admit of any- 
thing like an emigration scheme such as is 
carried out in the Australian colonies ; but it 
it still within our power In do something to- 
wards diverting a portion of that contiguous 
Stream thai pours its treasures into other and 
less inviting countries, lo our own shore.

be abolished. And in the first place any 
benefit derived from tho trade of Oregon and 
California depends solely on Ihe maintenance 
of the present revenue laws now in force in 
the United States. The limited period al- 
lowed to the importers to bond their goods, 
places them in a very unfavorable position, 
Bincc they are compelled to pay the enormous 
duties lovied on nil descriptions of goods, al- 
most immediately on receipt of their con- 
signments, incurring a very heavy outlay lor 
interest which would otherwise be avoided. 
This drawback, however, is a purely excep- 
tional state of things, liable to be modified at 
any moment, and it will hardly be contended 
that Victoria cnuld then compete with direct 
shipments to California. Suppose for n mo- 
ment that all foreign goods brought to Van- 
couver Island wore liable lo an ad valorem 
duty with certain exceptions in favor of tho 
necessaries of life, would it aot be tho sim- 
plest thing in the world to convert the uppor 
portions of tho buildings of some of the 
larger importers iuto bonded worehouses. 
The whole of any importer's stock would be 
under his owb roof, and readily exposed to 
the view of purchasers, whiist tho expense of 
re-shipping on bond would be merely nomi- 
nal. 

Tho only class that could possibly be in- 
c. Bveoioncod would bo tho retail storekeepers, 
many of whom would be compelled to pui- 
chaso their supplies from the importer, in 
place ef ordering small parcels direct. 

Under the present system the cost of the 
entire machinery of Government pulls on the 
shoulders of a limited class. The great mass 
of consumers, men from all parts of tho world, 
reaping tho benefit ol tho mineral wealth of 
Vancouver Island and rolurning to foreign 
shores with the property they may have ac- 
cumulated, do uot contribute a dollar lo- 
wurds the improvement of the country, and 
when wo consider tho enwmous increase ol 
revenuo that would accrue from tho imposi- 
sition of a tariff, it is a question whether we 
are not, like lha fable ol Ihe dog and the 
shadow, losing the substance to grasp at an 
imaginary bonefit, H.

THE REVC'LUTION IN POLAND. 

Accounts fvoni Warsaw of the 2nd June, 
slate that MO persons, sentenced to Siberia, 
had set out on Ihe 22nd ult. The greater 
number of them belonged to the upper 
classes; they wero dressed lik« oonvfc a, 
their bonds shaved, nnd chained together 
two and two. Several of these prisoners died 
of hunger and fatigue. Moro frightful accusn 
lion are made, and women have torn the skin 
from their laces, and otherwise disfigured 
themselves, to save themselves from tho gal 
lantry of their oppressors. 

In Lithuania, Alouruviefl transported the 
populations of entire villages. Booh has 
been tho fate of the inhabitants of tho village 
of Prujany, whose crimis was to havo bastin- 
adoed a person whoso conduct appears to, 
have richly merited that punishment. The " 
goods of the victims wore s-i!d, tho Ilussiin 
officers, us usual, having laid hands upon 
whatever was most valuable Tho farms of 
tho inhabitants of Prujuny will be distributed 
to Russian cultivators brought from the 
neiuhborhood of Moscow, 

MonrnviehThas, by a recent decree, declarer] 
every master who may be cuilty of speaking 
any other lunguaae than Russian to his ser- 
vants, liable to a fine of 300 roubles. 

The Russians hanged lately in tliu district 
of Goaiyn a patriot named Enoch Suhelolo- 
rnann, who had covered himself with glory 
in the struggle ngainst Ihe enemy, The cord 
broke twice, and twice the victim fell to Ihe 
ground. Canon Zioowski was fined fifty 
roubles for not having taken of] previously lo 
the execution, the cross suspended round the 
victim's neck. Crosses' elected in the vil- 
lages expose the inhabitants to heavy lines, 
und are finally torn down by the Russians.

The Berlin isko Tidande of Copenhagen 
stales that a Russian squadron, composed of 
one ship of t li < line, llireu Iriyates and Iwn 
transports, luis been equipped at Cronsladt, 
wliero great naval preparations ure being 
made. It is said that a Klisaian squadron ol 
evolution will sh'or tly louoh'at the Swodishand 
Danish porta in the lialtie. 

Two powerful ironclad war vessels havo 
just been launched at St. Petersburg for the 
Russian Government. The largest meas- 
ures 2110 feet lony by 5:1 leet, and has u 
depth of 20 feet. Her armour is everywhere 
4J.j inches thick, bin on the wuterline 0j a 
inches. The backing is 12 inches of leak. 
She w ill carry twenty 200-pounder steel rilled 
guns. Tho other vessel is turreted, and built on 
tiie model of the Rolf Krake, carrying two 
turrets, constructed on the Coles' principle, 
each turret for two largo guas. The plating is 
inches, and covers nil above the water- 
line and four feel below Tha tonnage and 
pizo is abost tho Bamo in bolh vessels. The 
ships have been built lor the Russian Gov-, 
ernmont nt St' Petersburg by Messrs. Mitch- 
oil, the Newcastle shipwrights. 

A letter from St. Petersburg says : — " Tho 
magnificent appearance of tho crops in all 
tlio agricullui<il districts of Ru.-sia hss 
caused a fall ol' prices in the markets of the 
country. Tho stocks nro so large, both in 
tha warehouses and in Iho hands of the 
growers, that Russia is guaranteed from fam 
iue, oven should there bo had crops for two 
or three years. This abundonce, and tbo low 
prices of train, permit the exportation on ex- 
ceptionally favorable conditions. Likewise 
tho prices of alcohols havo fallen so consid- 
erably during tho last few months, that Uus- 
nio may now compels in that article with 
Hamburg. The idea is entertained of ex- 
porting spirits on a largo scale."
